of the United States. 
And how have 


we prospered?. From al! over 
the 


world men came here lo contribute to 
the building of this country. 
Every 
great nation is represented here 
In 


our population of one hundred mil- 
lions. Our schoolhouses dot every hill 
and vale. All our children are being 
educated, and the next generation will 
be superior to ours. Let us hope that 
the next will bo Btlll more superior 
and fio on until in this land will be 
bullded up a race the like 
of which 


the world, hat; not hitherto aeen. 


"Our plain duty requires us to dis- 
charge our obligations as citizens.

We have had several panics in 


the republican time, but this was one 
of the' worst. It began w:th a great 
run on the Knickerbocker Trust coci- 
pflny of New York. The day. following 
there was a run on the Trust Company 
of. America and then there were runs 
on banks all over tho country. 
There 


was no financial aid that could avcu 
the disaster/ Roosevelt sent 25 millions 
lo J. V. Morgan, but that did hot Jo. 
Th« b>.nks; closed and there was a ter- 
rible panic that hit the .manufacture:, 
the financier 
"und 
the wage earner. 


There was great suffering. -When that 
was all over the question confronted 
the republican party to provide for its 
prevention In future. 
A committee was 


appointed, headed by Senator Aldrlch ol 
Ohio. They saw that the gr«at money 
power of the country should not be 
concentrated In one city, that th«are 
was need for a great reserve ban!;, but 
did they do 
anything about It': No, 


They ran into Interests that a change 
would offend and then the republican 
party did nothing. 
Six and one-half 


years later came Woodrow Wilson with 
a democratic congress. 
He look up the 
great subject, declaring that we should 
not live year after year In danger of 
financial calamity. 


"One 
of tho first things that Wtlsjn 


did was to have passed the federal re- 
serve law that will serve to, and as, n 
matter of fact has served to protect us 
against another such financial dljiuro- 
ance. When the present European con- 
flict started In August. 1914. we found 
that we had four billions of our secur- 
ities in the countries across the waUi. 
As a. result of the federal reserve law, 
so-called, wo not only wiped oui our 
obligations and have loaned 
liillionb, 


but we are now recognized as the rich- 
est country in the world. They tell you

United 
Slates, 
recognized as 
the

ence that reaction.

embassy at Berlin has been Instruct- 
ed to obtain informally and with all 
haste possible, tbc German version of 
the attacks. The submarines could not 
return to their bases for several days, 
however, and transmission of the com- 
manders' reports would require some 
time. Until these are.available it w.is 
not believed the Washington Eovirn- 
ment would take any drastic action. 


Officials took cognizance of news de- 


spatches asserting the Marina had been 
torpedoed without warning and sev- 
eral Americans were missing but they 
continued to believe full investigation 
might show the vessel had lost, ntr 
identity as a merchantman by trying 
to escape or ram the 
submersible. 


They also made plain that allidavits 
of American survivors must be await- 
ed before an official opinion Is formed.

:ional certificates, and, further, that 
Iliterate minors are employed who do 
not attend evening school. It is Just 
as much the business of. an employer 
:o spend the time and money neces- 
sary to sec that his illiterate minors 
attend evening school as It is his busi- 
ness to spend time and money on any 
other department of his business; one 
las no more right to employ an illit- 
erate minor who does not attend eve- 
ning school than he lias to employ a 
child under H years of age. 


There are in Lowell hundreds nnd 


mndreds of children who have left 
school at the age of 14 to go to work 
and who have completed not more 
than five, six or seven grades in the 
school. 
Comparatively few of these 


children attend 
evening- 
elementary 


school. 
There is no law to compel 


:hem to attend, and no one appears to 
DC interested in urging them to attend. 
There are many Interests in tho city of 
Lowell which would be very mate- 
rially benefited if many of the chil- 
dren who are spending their evening 
in the streets and in Idleness wero at- 
tending evening school.

There was great suffering.

was all over the question confronted 
the republican party to provide for Ita 
prevention in future.
